Me- 
Clintic and Yeater have always been for a 
straight bill, but voted for the Peers substi- 
tute on the ground that it was the only thing 
they could get and it might be better than 
nothing. On the other hand, Lyman, who 
is Phelps first lieutenant, voted no, as did 
Morton, who has always declared himself 
opposed to any fellow-servant legislation. 

Lyman followed up the engrossment of the 
bill by introducing a resolution to adjourn 
Saturday. All the combine Senators advo- 
cated it. Senator Lancaster finally moved 
to make the resolution a special order for 
Thursday afternoon. The roll was called 
and the secretary announced the vote as 16 
to 16, and Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara cast the de- 
ciding vote in favor of the Lancaster motion.

DEAD TWENTY YEARS. 


Ansel White, the Heir to a $4,000,000 
Estate. 


PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., May 22.—The 
death and identity of Ansel White, the lost 
heir to a four-million-dollar estate, has been 
fully established by a special court commis- 
sion sent to this coast by the Probate Court 
of Utica, N. Y.. It appears a period of fifty 
years elapsed from the time White hurriedly 
left his home in company with another’s 
wife until his heirs learned of his death 
near Port Angeles. He and the woman 
went to Illinois, where they separated. He 
drifted out West to California and ultimate- 
ly settled on a lonely ranch in the Olympic 
Mountains, where, thirty years later, he 
died. His will bequeathing all his worldly 
possessions to Preston M. Troy is pro- 
nounced worthless in so far as it applies to 
the Eastern estate.

CREEKS THREATEN WAR. 


Armed Bands Are Marching on Okmul- 
gee, the Capital.

EUFAULA, I. T., May 22.—Insurrection 
might be said to have broken out in the 
Creek Nation against the tribal heads of 
government. Armed bands are marching on 
Okmulgee, the capital. Seventy-five men 
left a rendezvous near here at 8 o’clock this 
morning, and, it is reported, were joined by 
100 more New Yorker, an Indian town to 
the west. In addition to this, news has 
reached here that five other Indian towns 
have sent forty men tach to jon the insur- 
gents in their march on thé capital. The 
trouble, it is claimed, is because of the al- 
leged misappropriation by the Creek head of 
the government of a part of the Creek fund 
which was to have been paid out per capi- 
ta to the Indian citizens. Esparheche, who 
led the insurrection of 1883, is said to be at 
head of the present trouble, and if this be 
true, it is very serious, for he is a deter- 
mined man.

TWO GREAT MEN 
OUT OF FAVOR. 


Japan Turns Against Ministers 
Mutsu and Ito. 


THE NATION'S SACRIFICE. 


Compelled to Yield the Substantial 
Fruits of Her Triumph 
Over China.

TOKIO, May 10, via Victoria, B. C., May 

22.—To a few people who share the secrets 

of the Japanese, Government in this por- 

tentous crisis the startling changes of the 


past two weeks seem little short of ‘mi- 
raculous. 

The whole attitude, spirit and purpose of 
the administration appear to have been re- 
versed in a single day. When the truth be- 
comes known to the people the effect will 
surely be astounding. 

There has never been a time in the his- 
tory of the country when a general upris- 
ing against the ministry was so deeply fear- 
ed. Even now, although:.only vague rumors 
of the actual situation are beginning to be 
circulated, the tide of popular opinion is 
shifting with ominous rapidity. 

A fortnight ago the names of Count Ito 
and Viscount Mutsu were honored every- 
where. Now the former is spoken of with 
dark distrust and the latter escapes harsh 
criticisms only because it is believed that 
his illness prevents him from acting in 
concert with the Prime Minister. What will 
happen when all is revealed is a matter of 
conjecture. No one that has had the oppor- 
tunity of following the course of affairs 
doubts for an instant that the cabinet will 
be compelled to retire and that the services 
of its eminent leaders will be forgotten in 
the outburst of indignation at what will be 
deemed an inglorious sacrifice of national 
honor. 

The better feeling with which the two 
chiefs of the ministry were regarded a 
fortnight ago was clearly shown in dis- 
patches from here of April 27. On all sides 
it was 2 * that the dexterity and en- 
ergy of utsu combined with the wary 
prudence of Ito had brought the Empire 
triumphantly through the war to a splendid 
height of achievement. 

Mutsu stood first in popular favor, but 
his nominal superior was almost equal to 
the object of gratitude and administration. 
Now the long and arduous labors of Ito 
are fading out of public remembrance and 
everybody within the official. circle” feels 
that he is doomed. The signal cutting short 
his career has not yet been given, and will 
not be given until the present cloud of mys- 
tery is cleared away. But if any event can 
be confidently foretold, it is certain that 
the clamor of the Japanese nation for his 
removal will obtain. ithout pausing to re- 
flect upon difficulties which may have sur- 
rounded him or to inquire into the neces- 
sity which may have inspired his actions, 
his countrymen will charge him with be- 
trayalofall that they hold highest and dear- 
est, and will listen to no appeal for condo- 
nation of his political errors. 

It has long been known that heroic force 
of character was not one of Count Ito’s 
characteristics. His best friends were ap- 
prehensive at the outset of war that he 
might be found unequal to the weighty re- 
sponsibilities thrust upon him. But as af- 
fairs proceeded, and it became evident that 
the movements of the Government were 
wisely and firmly directed, these anxieties 
were greatly dispelled. 

It was believed that he had grown in 
strength with the magnitude of occasion 
and had risen above a tendency to irresolu- 
tion and timidity, which once limited the 
scope of his ability. 

But under the strain of sudden adversity 
and the imminence of peril to the nation, 
Ito’s stock of fortitude gave way, and he 
allowed the vast interests committed to his 
care to be prematurely sacrificed, without 
any proper effort to safeguard them.

matter who was at its head—this statement 
being. made as an argument before the 
Council on behalf of the late Chief, and in 
opposition to one of the other .candidates 
who was known to be in favor of the ope- 
ration of the department on business prin- 
ciples. Whether this system will continue 
for the next four years is a question that 
only Chief Swingley and those responsible 
for his elevation can answer. 


Chief Swingley declined to outline his pol- 


icy in the reorganization of the department, 
but he admitted that there would be numer- 
ous changes for the good of the service. He 
dropped six firemen who had been appointed 
by Chief Lindsay shortly before the latter’s 
retirement, ostensibly to get broken in for 
service in the engine houses now being 
built, but really in the hope that they would 
thus be provided for before Lindsay's ap- 
pointive power should cease, and not be 
disturbed thereafter. Those who have 
followed closely the campaign that resulted 
in the appointment of Mr. Swingley say 


that every important act of his will be or- 


dered and reviewed by the appointive power 
and that while nominally the responsibility 
for reorganization will be his, the necessary 
mandates. will originate higher up. . 
The itém of fuel in the St. Louis Fire De- 
partment costs more that $20,000 a year, 
and by far the largest part of the total sum 
expended has for years gone to Devoy & 
Feuerborn, chiefly, as has always been un- 
derstood, by virtue of the friendship exist- 
ing between ex-Chief Lindsay and Edward 
Devoy. It is looked upon as inevitable that 
this valuable patronage will hereafter be 
sent in another direction. It has cost be- 
tween $8,000 and $9,000 a year to shoe the 
horses of the Fire Department for the last 
six or seven years, and this patronage has 
been divided between about a dozen firms, 
with Edward Butler & Son getting twice or 
three times as much each month as the next 
favored recipient, and ten times as much as 
most of the shoers. This business, to a 
moral certainty, will not be scooped in by 
the Butlers for at least one four-vear term.

TOBACCO WORKERS" UNION. 


National Association Slowly Taking 
Shape at Havlin's. N 


The National Tobacco Workers’ Union of 
America is slowly taking shape at Havlin's 
Theater Hall. The Committee on Consti- 
tution and By-Laws is engaged in fram- 
ing the organic law of the future 
body, and several sections reported by it 
have already been agreed to.

EARTHQUAKES IN ITALY. 


Great Damage Inflicted Upon the Towh 
of Spoleto. 

ROME, May 22.—Severe' earthquake 
shocks were experienced yesterday evening 
at Spoleto, a town situated on a hill about 
twenty-four miles horth of Rieti, which is 
located about forty miles from this city. 
Although full particulars are not yet ob- 
tainable, it is known that much damage 


has been done and that many houses 
been injured. As the town is 88 
across a deep ravine with a neighboring 
height by a bridge and aqueduct over 600 
feet high, there Are people who fear that 
this structure may have been damaged. 
Assistancé sent to Spoleto from 
Rieti and everything possible will be 
done to relieve the sufferers. The damaged 
town has à fine cathedral, a Roman arch 
the remains of a theater and other an- 
tiquities. Its population is about 7,000, 
ispatches received at Rome from Flor- 
ence show that the authorities there are 
doing everything possible to repair the 
damage done by the earthquakes on Sat- 
urday last. The troops of the rrison 
have been actively employed ever since the 
disaster in succoring the sufferers ‘in 
neighboring towns and Villages, and the 
distress has in consequence en greatly 
lightened. A subscription is being are 
for the relief of the suffefing poor, and the 
different towns and eities which have been 
affected by the disturbance are providing 
sums of money to assist those who are. 
most in need.

SHALL NOT BUILD OUT PINE. 


Property Owners Will Fight the Mis- 
souri Traction Company to the End, 


„The Missouri Traction Co. shall not build 
a road out Pine street say members of the 
Pine Street Improvement and Proteetive 
Association, and, from the energetic man- 
her in which the association has gone to 
work, the road is not lokely to be built. 

At meetings of the Executive Committee 
of the association a plan of campaign has 
been arranged. Comimttees are securing 
signatures of property owners on Pine 
street and West Pine boulevard to a pro- 
test against the building of the road. It is 
proposed to have every foot of ground 
aljong the propesed line of the road repre- 
sented on the protest. The committeemen 
are confident they can accomplish this. 

Members of the association have also 
called upon the members of the City Coun- 
cil to urge them to not consider the fran- 
chise bill. 

Col, J. G. Butler, president of the asso- 
ciation, says the association is working 
very quietly in the matter, but so thorough- 
ly that the bil will scarcely receive con- 
sideration in the Council. “I find even 
greater opposition to the road from resi- 
dents and property owners on other streets 
than from those on Pine and West Pine,“ 
he said. The general desire all over the 
city seems to be to have West Pine kept 
open as a driving street and to have Pine 
east of Grand avenue kept free of car tracks 
as far as the Union Station. We will fight 
this franchise from start to finish and we 
think we will win.”

Somehow Of Other the big monopoly 
firms are almost the only ones whose meats 
are inspected and the inspection is a\huge 
scheme to advertise their Wares abroad at 
the expense of the —— The meat that 
is rejected by the Government experts is 
sold to Ameri consumers, who receive 
no protection whatever from the bureau 
hat costs them nearly $600,000 per year. 

There are official papers on file at Wash- 
ington that stamp the management of the 
Bureau of imal Industry as scandalous, 
not only under the present administration, 
but under the one that preceded it. Strong 
évidence is available to show the glaring 
incompetency, if re rere worse, of the bu- 
reau, and an immediate investigation seems 
to necessary. 

There is good reason to believe that the 
recent action of Huropean Governments in 
forbidding the importation of American cat- 
tle is based upon an exposure made to 
them of the inadequacy of the inspections 
b the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

The trouble is not that proper inspection 
is not a guarantee against diseased meat, 
—— * Mr. Morton's bureau does not in- 

ect. 

What, then, is the value of the Wiggs that 
the Government pays more than hä a mil- 
lion a year for? The result, for some dis- 
eased meat is really rejected and forbidden 
to be exported, is that an undue percentage’ 
of germ-laden meat is confined to the Amer- 
ican market. 

Twelve hundred thousand hogs that were 
slaughtered for the export trade were sub- 
jected to microscopic tests. Twenty-five 
thousand of them were found to be alive 
with trichinae. If no inspection existed, 
these would have gone abroad and have been 
eaten by the Bunge foreigners.’ As it. was, 
they were rejected as being not good enough 
for the European market, and they were 
sold to the domestic market, a largé share 
finding their way to the table of the New

None of the packers are scientific men, and 
* do not believe in germs. Science is at 
a discount in tae, wee it interferes 
with the pig trade. The packérs even insist 
that trichinae are good for the system. 
“They put life into a man,” is the way 
„Nelse“ Morris expresses it as he denounces 
the new-fangled form theory that would 
make a $14 pig almost Worthless. All the 
other packers think that there is a lot of 
nonsense talked about the danger of in- 
fected meat, and th heading off a lot of 
cranks,” as they consider health officers 
and chémists, they are sure they are doing 
nothing wrohg. 

In this frame of mind they hit upon the 
idea of starting a system of Federal Gov- 
ernment M Some say that they in- 
tended from the start that it should be a 
fake“ inspection, but others believe that 
they thought it would be better to have the 
inspection concentrated for the sake of econ- 
omy. The inauguration of the system, of 
course, could not abolish the State inspec- 
tion, but since the Federal Government went 
germ-hunting, local authorities have relaxed 
their vigilance, relying upon Uncle Sam as 
an infallible smeller-out of microbes. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry knowingly 
1 the sale in this country by the Beef 

rust of pork infected with trichinosis. It 
not only permits the sale, but it affixes a 
Government stamp to the package contain- 
ing the diseased —.— certifying that the 
pork has passed Government inspection. It 
does this for the Beef Trust. 

The North Packing & Provision Co. is the 
Boston concern that represents one depart- 
ment of the Beef Trust. It is owned by the 
Swifts, and the establishment is devoted en- 
tirely to the slaughter and packing of hogs 
for export, for the local and for the inter- 
state trade. 

At North’s packing house the hogs infect- 
ed with trichinosis are simply detained by 
the Government experts from exportation. 
Instead of being placed in the rendering 
tank, the Government officials say that the 
trichinosis pork is used in the local and in- 
ter-State trade in the shape of hams, sau- 
sage, loins, etc., with the full knowledge and 
consent of Veterinary Inspector Palmer, and 
with the knowledge also of Secretar or- 
ton's department, to Whom full reports have 
been made as to the practice pursted. 

Palmer admitted to a reporter who 
made an exhaustive examination of North's 
acking house with a veterinary expert, that 
he trichinosis pork was used in the inter- 
state and local trade. The doctor said: 

Under the rules promulgated by the de- 
partment there is no microscopical - 
tion of pork used in this country. All the 

un-

INCOME TAX DECISION. 


Attorney Smithson Thinks It Has Also 
Killed Internal Revenue Laws. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 22.—The start- 
ling announcement is made by Col. Noble 
Smithson, a Knoxville attorney who has 


had much practice before the United States 
Supreme Court, that the decision of that 


court on the income tax has also killed the 


internal revenue laws. In a carefully pre- 
pared opinion Col, Smithson says: 

Justice Fuller in his opinion says, The 
Constitution divides Federal taxation into 
two classes—First, direct taxes; second, 
imports and excises,’ and that ‘direct taxes 
must be apportioned among the several 
States in proportion to their representation 
in the House of Representatives.’ 

“Apparently the logical result of this 
opinion is that all Federal taxes, except 
duties of import (that is to say, taxes col- 
lected under the tariff laws), must be ap- 
portioned among the States according to 
their representation in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The act of — 27, 1894, (the 
Wilson bill), sec. 48, provides, ‘There shall 
be levied and collected on all distilled 
spirits, etc., a tax of 110 on each proof 
gallon.” 

“The statutes of the United States levy 
a tax of 6 cents per pound on tobacco, etc. 
It seems clear that according to this opinion 
of the Chief Justice, they are direct taxes 
on personal property, and not being pro- 

ortioned among the several States accord- 
ng to representation, they are unconstitu- 
tional and void. If this be correct, the 
Supreme Court has not only wi out the 
income tax, but has practically repealed 
the internal revenue law, as it affects to- 
bacco, whisky, brandy, etc. If this con- 
struction of the opinion be correct, all di- 
rect taxes, including those on al and 
personal property, must be levi on ac- 
cording to representation, so that the rich 
people of New York, Massachusetts and 
other Eastern States would pay no more 
tax per capita than the poorer people of the 
Western and Southern States. Of course, 
this is not to be thought of. It would result 
that practicaily all the revenues to support 
the Government must be raised by duties on 
imports, and instead of reducing the tariff 
it will necessarily increase it materially.” 


AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


Hon. R. P. Porter Advises Iron- Workers 
to Strive for It. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 22.—The morning 
session of the Amalgamated Association 
Convention was an open one. Mayor Mc- 
Kisson delivered a brief address of welcome 
to the delegates, speaking strongly in favor 
of organized labor, 

Delegate David Armstrong responded, aft- 
er which Hon, Robert P. Porter, late super- 
intendent of the census, spoke. He urged the 
necessity of the workingmen standing for an 
eight-hour day. 

What is the use,“ he said, of educating 
a man if you don’t give him time to read: 
why instruct him about the Government if 
you do not give him time to think; why im- 
prove his home and make it attractive if he 
can’t see his wife and children by daylight?

ELECTION REFORM WORK. 
The prompt adoption by the Senate and 


House of the election bill reported by the 


conference committee gives cause for 
congratulation, .. ; 


The measure is not as perfect as it | 


might be. It is a compromise between a. 
partisan and non-partisan bill. But it 
is greatly superior to the present law, 
under which gross frauds have been per- 
petrated for years. 

But the passage of an election reform 
bill does not end the work of election 
reform. The reformers will delude them- 
selves if they think it does, or if, they 
think political bossism may be struck 
down by legal enactment. 

The bosses will be as active and skill- 
ful after the law is in the statute book 
as before. Their energies will be stimu- 
lated to overcome the obstacles it places 
in their way. They will find flaws and 
means of circumventing it as they have 
done with other laws. 

The value of a law depends upon its 
The real work of election 
reform will come when the administra- 
tion of the new law begins. If good citi- 
zens are then as inert and indifferent 
to public concerns as they have been 
heretofore, the benefit of the law will be 
reduced to a minimum.

THE VOTERS MUST ACT. 


The Post-Dispatch publishes additional 
evidence from the Democratic State press 
of the demand by the Missouri Democrats 
for a State convention. It is not likely 


that this evidence will induce the State 


Central Committee to issue a call. But 
it serves to show how far apart the com- 
mittee and the party voters are and the 
consequent necessity of independent ac- 
tion. 

When in face of the testimony the 
Post-Dispatch has presented that a con- 
vention is desired by nine-tenths of the 
voters the State Central Committee per- 
sists in refusing to recognize the de- 
mand, it is evident that a majority of 
the committee is opposed to the wishes 
of a majority of the party and is deter- 
mined to thwart its will. Under these 
ciréumstances the party must choose 
between submission to the autocratic 
dictation of a few men who abuse their 
power, or exercise its sovereign power 
and create a new organization that will 
execute the will of the majority.

MORTON'S MISPLACED ENERGY. 


The most irrepressible cuckoo on the 
official staff of the President is Secre- 
tary Morton. When not held in a state 
of suppression by the President he is 
busily engaged in teaching the doctrine 
of gold monometallism for the purpose 
of converting the country to the financial 
creed of Wall street and the worship of 
his Presidential divinity. The hills and 
valleys resound with his cuckoo calls. 

But while Secretary Morton is devoting 
his energies to the task of saving the 
country from itself and throwing it into 
the hands of the Wall street financiers 
it appears that the only active branch of 
his Department of Agriculture is being 
run by the Beef Trust. The Post-Dis- 
patch publishes facts to-day which show 
that the Bureau of Animal Industry is 
nothing but an adjunct of the meat 
packers’ combine. 

The ostensible reason for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of this bureau was 
to secure a means of guaranteeing the 
wholesomeness of our meat exports and 
protecting domestic consumers from 
diseased meats.

SMITH’S REVOLTING STORY. 
— 


Police Pressure Discloges a Most Dis“ 
gusting State of Affairs. 


The fidétorious Frank, allas Effle,“ Smith, 
who was brought from the Work House to 
the Four Courts to be questioned by the 
police relative to the den of vice in the Me- 


Lean building, will be returned to the 
former institution to serve the balance of 
his sentence. . 

Revelations by Smith, from a depraved 
and disgusting standpoint, throw former ex- 
poses completely in the shade. 

While being questioned by Assistant Chief 
Reedy, Smith became communicative and, 
after a few adroit questions, told him the 
story of how he first came to visit St. Louis 
and the life he Ted here up to the time of 
his arrest. 

He said about five months ago he, in com- 
pany with nine other young men, came to 
St. Louis from Chicago with a woman who 
goes by the name of Mme. Holland. His 
companions were all effeminate-looking 
fellows about 18 years old and victims of 
the same perverted tastes as himself. The 
woman had previously conducted an im- 
moral establishment in Chicago, with Smith 
and his companions as the inmates, where 
the tastes of depraved.men were catered 
to. 
This woman, Smith says, opened a like 
resort here, furnishing it in regal splendor. 
He and his companions dressed each even- 
ing in female attire, inted their faces, 
donned wigs and, as far as possible, re- 
moved every trace of their true se. 

This establishment, Smith says, was well 
patronizéd, and the orgies described by 
him as having taken place there nightly are 
disgusting in the extreme, . 

The following is a list given by Smith of 
the names by which his companions were 
known: Toffie“ Froeman, Dollie“ Parker, 
“Theo,” alias Cleo“ Parker, Lou“ Ed- 
wards, Mag Hamilton, ‘‘Cliffie’’ Houton, 
“‘May” Clifford, and two others who rejoiced 
in the flowery nom de plumes of Violet“ 
and Myrtie.“ 

This house, he says, was running up to the 
time of his first arrest and, for all he 
knows, still continues.

A Deficit Reported to the Presbyterian 
Assembly, * * 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 22.—Before taknig 
up the subject of foreign missichs in the 
Presbyterian Assembly this morning the 
announcement was made that the modera- 
tor had appointed as the additional mem- 
bers of the committee to confer with the 
theological ‘seminaries Dr: F. C. Monfort 
of Cincinnati, Rev. W. H. Hubbard of 


Auburn, N. T.; Gov. James A. Beaver of 
Pennsylvania and Judge C. E Vanderburgh 
of Minneapolis; and to fill vacancies in the 
same committee, Dr. George W. F. Birch of 
New York; Judge Robert H. Hinckley of 
Philadelphia and Judge Thomas Ewing of 
Pittsburg. To the Committee on Conference 
with Lane Seminary, Dr: John I. Blackburn 
of Covington, Ky., was appointed to re- 
place Dr. Birch of New York. 

Information was asked for concerning 
Rev. Andrew Parsons, who will hear some- 
thing to his advantage by making his ident- 
—4 known to the moderator of the assem- 


y. 

Judge Hinckley, who was appointed th's 
morning to the Committee of Conference 
with the Seminaries, presented a resolution, 
stating, as he did so, that there was strong 
feeling that Union Theological Seminary in 
New York had done a wrong to the church 
in taking out its property, which really be- 
longed to the church. His resolution em- 
bodied a request to the committee to in- 
quire into the rights of the Presbyterian 
Church in the property of Union Seminary 
and to report what steps should be taken to 
enforce these rights. On motion the resolu- 
tion was referred to the committee. 

Dr. George W. Chalfant of Pittsburg pre- 
sented a report on the work of the Board 
of Foreign Missions showing a deficit of 
$212,991. he responsibility for the debt was 
laid upon the churches which have not con- 
tributed. It was also recommended that 
members of the board be re-elected, among 
them Wm. A. Booth, father of the Modera- 
tor, E. M. Kingsley, Treasurer of Union 
Seminary, and Dr. John Balcolm Shaw, a 
Director in the same institution. When the 
names were read a demonstration similar 
to that of yesterday was expected by many, 
but it did not appear. 

A resolution was adopted yesterday which 
committed the church to contributions of 
$1,250,000 next year. The first Sunday in 
June was designated as a day for the special 
purpose of raising the debt o the Home Mis- 
sion Board. ' 

Among other matters disposed of was one 
in regard to the use of individual cups at 
communion. By a standing vote, with very 
few in the negative, the churches were 
urged not to make the change contem- 


plated, 

The regulation of Young People's Societies 
of-Christian Endeavor was relegated to the 
sessions of the individual churches. An at- 
tempt to effect a reduction of the expenses 
of the administration for missionary boards 
was dism with no answer.

The Government Weather Crop Bulletin reports 
the exceptionally cool weather of last week. had 
been very unfavorable for most crome and widé- 
spread injury bas been done by frosts. Winter wheat 
suffered injury by frost in Indiana and Missouri. 
In Illinois the crop is less promising than hereto- 
fore and no improvement in Kansas and Nebraska, 
but more satisfact reports from Arkausss, Ten- 
nessee and Michigan. Spring wheat is.in excellent 
condition and has not been unfavorably affected in 
North Dakota. Corn ered seriously and much 
replanting will be necessary. Where not {cred 
by frost its growth has heen checked and the plant 
yellowed. Cotton has suffered, its growth retarde4 
and part the crop killed in the Carolinas and 
Georgia. 

No damage reports have .been heard from the 
States South of the Ohio. but a telegram receive] 
this morning from a miller of Johnson City, Tenn. 
reported freezing weather and wheat in the bloom. 
A gentleman on the flœ from Hickman County, 
Ky., says between must and Hessian fly Western 
Kentucky cannot raise over third of a crop. The 
wheat is falling down and red as a fox’s tall.“ 

Confirmatory advices of serious damage to wheat 
in the American bottoms are arriving. Some few 
statements of good prospects are made, but the 
greater portion claim not over half a crop possible. 
The late frosts appear to have inflicted most in- 
jury, though some of the damage due to bug rav- 
ages. 

John Inglis, a crop expert traveling for several

THE EXTRACTION TAX, 


New Scheme of Raising We That 
Was Adopted in Mexico. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Word reaches 
Washington that Mexico is about to adopt a 
new plan for raising revenue by taxing all 
silver and gold mines in which American 
‘Capitalists are heavily interested. Finance 
Minister Limantoux first suggested the plan 
to the Budget Committee and the latter ac- 
cepted it and presented it.to the Chamber of 
Deputies as part of the Federal scheme of 
He peed revenues for the current year.. The 
sed tax is estimated in the Budget to 
yield $2,276,000, which makes it the third item 
of importance in the Mexican revenues, be-

ing exceeded only by customs and internal“ 


revenue or stamp tax. 

The new tax is to be called an Extraction 
tax.” It is 2% per cent on silver and 3% on 
gold. It is to be paid on every species of the 
two precious metals, rough or refined. The 
collection is to be made at the metallurgical 
offices on such metals as are for local use, 
and at the point of export on metals sent 
abroad. This extraction tax is in addition 
to the charge for minting or coining. here 
are no exemptions even in the case of special 
mining concessions or zones, granted by the 
Government. 

Another prospective change affecting 
American interests is likely to result from 
the silver-lead ore item of the last United 
States tariff act, It is not improbable that 
the old American rate of one-half cent per 
pound on the lead contained in silver 4ead 
ore will be reimposed by Mexico. The rate 
Was reduced to three-fourth cent per pound 
by the United States act. A provision was 
added that in case a foreign country should 
impose an import duty upon silver ores con- 
taining lead exported to the United States 
from such country, then the duty upon such 
ores when imported from such country shall 
remain as fixed by the law in force prior to 
the 44 of this act.

The 
only brick that will be delivered will come 
from non-union yards and the strikers say 
that as many brickmakers have been 
thrown out of work on account of the clos- 
ing the union yards, the bricklayers will de- 
clare a boycott against the product of non- 
union yards. 

The non-union brickmakers say that the 
closing down of the yards of their compet- 
itors is simply for the purpose of forceing 
them to join the Brick Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The manufacturers, on the other 
hand, say that they cannot afford to pay 
the wages they are now paying.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 22.—Be- 


low is given in full the report of the Con- 
ference Committee embodying the pro- 
Election Law. . 

This bill has passed both branches and 
on receiving the signature of the Gov- 
ernor will become the new election law. 

The document is entitled and reads as 
follows: 


Report of Conference Committee on Sen- 
ate Amendments to House Bill 0. 1. 
Thirty-eighth General Assembly, Extra 
Sesslon. Read and 500 copies ordered 
printed, May 20, 1895. Albert Griffin, 
Chief Clerk. ; 


Mr. Speaker—Your Committee of Confer- 
ence, to whom was referred the difference 
existing beween the Senate and House re- 
garding Senate amendments to House bill 
No. 1, beg leave to submit the foliowing re- 
port: 

We have considered the same and recom- 
mend that the Senate recede from amend- 
ment No. 1, and that House bill No. 1 be 
amended by striking out all after the enact- 
ing clause and insert the foilowing: 

Sec. 1. In all cities of this State now hav- 
ing, or which hereafter may have, 100,00) or 
more inhabitants, there shall be a registra- 
tion of all-qualified voters, and the regis- 
tration of voters and the conduct of eiec- 
tions held in such cities shall be governed 
by the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby created a Board of 
Election Commissioners for each city that 
is governed by the provisions of this act, 
composed of three members, who shall be 
appointed as follows: Within thirty days 
after this act takes effect, the Governor 
shall appoint one of the said commissioners, 
who shall be by him designated as the 
chairman of the board, and who shall hold 

office for the term of four years, and 
until his successor is appointed and quaii- 
fied. All vacancies, except in regard to the 
appointee of the Mayor as hereinafter pro- 
vided, created by resignation or otherwise, 
shall be filled by appointments by the Gov- 


ernor in the same manner for the unexpired - 


term. The Governor shall at once officially 
notify the Mayor of said city of tne ap- 
pointment, giving the name of the person 
appointed, and the political party from 
which said person is thus selected. The Gov- 
ernor shall, at the same time at which he 
appoints the commissioner designated by 
him as the chairman, appoint a second 
commissioner for the term of two years 
and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. As soon as possible after the ap- 
pointments have been made by the Gov- 
ernor, the Mayor of the city shall select and 
appoint a third commissioner, who shall be 
a member of the leading party politicahy 
opposed to thai to which the chairman, 
appointed by the Governor, belcngs; and he 
shall be the secretary of the Board of Com- 
missioners, and shall hold his office for 
the term of four years, and until his suc- 
cessor is appointed by the Mayor and quali- 
fied. If the office becomes vacant, by resig- 
nation cr otherwise, the Mayor of such city 
shall fill the vacancy for the unexpired 
term. 

The commissioners thus appointed shall 
be legal voters and shall have resided five 
years in the State and at least two years 
next preceding their appointment in said 
city, and be of approved integrity and ca- 
pacity. No commissioner shall hold any of- 
fice nor be a candidate for any elective of- 
fice while acting as such comm ssioner. 
Each commissioner, before taking his seat 
in such board, shall take an oath of office 
before the Circuit Court having jurisdiction 
in said city, or before a Judge thereof, 
which oath shall be in substance in the fol- 
lowing form, viz.: 

„1. _— ——, do solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that I am a citizen of the United States; 
that I have resided in the State of M.ssouri 
for a period of five years last past, and am 
a legal voter in the city of —, in said 
State; that I will support the Constitution 
of the United States, and the State of Mis- 

suri, and the laws passed in pursuance 
nereof, to the best of my ability, and will 


— faithfully demean myself and honestly dis- 


charge the duties of the office of election 
commissioner for said city.’’ 

Said board shall have the right to employ 
such additional assistance from time to 
time as may be necessary to promptly and 
correctly perform the duties of the office, 
under the direction of the board, the minor- 
ity memeber of said Board of Commission- 
ers to select one-half of said assistants, 
and said employes shall be subject to the 
game restrictions and subscribe to the same 
oath as the members cf the board; which 
oaths, when subscribed and sworn to before 
such Court or Judge, shall be filed in the 
office of the clerk of said court, and be 
there preserved. Each, commissioner shall 
also, before taking such oath, give bond in 
the sum cf $19,000, with securities to be ap- 
proved by said court or by some Judge 


thereof, conditioned for the faithful and 


honest performance of his duties, and the

secure and open an office, sufficient for the 

urpose of such board, which shall always 
kept open during the business hours of 
every day, Sundays and legal holidays ex- 
cepted.

at least sixty days prior to guch election, se- 
lect and choose electors as judges of 
election for each precinct in such city, They 
must be citizens of the United States, and 
entitled to vote in the ward in which such:

a citizen of the United States, and is a duly 
qualified voter in such precinct, and that he 
is the identical person so registered; also 
supported by an affidavit of a registered 
voter who is a householder residing in such 
pee stating his own residence, and that 

e knows such person, and that he does re- 
side at the place mentioned, and has resided 
in such precinct, county and State for the 
length of time as stated by such person, 
which shall be subscribed and sworn to in 
the same way; whereupon the vote of such 
person shall be received and entered as other 
votes. But such clerks and judges having 
charge of such registers shall state in their 
respective books the facts in such case, and 
the affidavits so delivered to said judges 
shall be preserved and returned to the office 
of the Commissioners of Election. Blank 
affidavits of the character aforesaid shall be 
sent out to the judges of all precincts, and 
the judges of election shall furnish the same 
on demand and administer the oaths with- 
ony 1 1 .

Sec. 46. The vote of no one shall be re-

Sed. 47. At every registration and election,

proposition of any kind has been submitted 
to a vote at such election, such statement 
shall also show the number of votes cast 
for or against such proposition, written 
out or partly written and partly printed in 
words at length, and at the end thereof 
a certificate that such statement is correct 
in all gespects; which certificate, and each 
sheet Of per forming part of the state- 
ment, shall be subscribed by the said judges 
and election cler If any judge or elec- 
tion clerk shall decline to sign such returns, 
he shall state his reason therefor, in writing, 
and a copy thereof signed by himself shall 
be enclosed with each return. Bach of 
the statements, except the one contained 
in each of the poll-books, shall be enclosed 
in an envelope, which shall then be securely 
sealed with sealing wax, or other adhesive 
material; and each of the jud and each 
of the election clerks shall write his name 
across every fold at which the envelope, 
if unfastened, could be opened. One of the 
envelopes shall be directed to the Circuit 
Clerk and one to the Comptroller of the 
city, or to the officer of such city whose 
duties correbpond with those of Comptroll- 
er. Each set of tallies shall also be signed 
by the election clerks and judges of elec- 
tion, and each shall be enclosed in an 
envelope, securely sealed and signed in like 
manner; and one of the envelopes shall 
be directed on the outside to the election 
commissioners and the vther to the City 
Register (if there be one, and if not, to the 
City Clerk). On the outside of every envel- 
ope shall be endorsed whether it contains 
the statement of the votes cast or the tal- 
lies, and for what precinct and ward.

These tle holes are 
burned out with such rapidity that the dif- 
ferénce in the volume of explosive gases 
generated at the beginning and at the end 
of the bore of the gun is about in the ratio 
of 16 to 1. ‘ 

The projectile therefore leaves the

With 
a big gun the havoc wrought by this new 
wonder of modern ordnance would be in- 
calculable. Five hundred pounds of ex- 
ive dropped some fine day into City Hall 
ark from some point over beyond Coney 
Island would wipe out the entire structure. 
HURLED IT BIGHT MILES. 

This new death-dealing powder has been 
fired in field guns and in heavy coast de- 
fense rifles at Sandy Hook with surprising 
results, From a ten-inch gun, loaded with 
128 pounds of this powder, a projectile 
weighing 571 pounds was thrown eight miles 
out to sea. The pressures on the rods of 
powder were more uniform than any yet 
recorded, which is a most 9 point 
in decidin the value of a high explosive 
powder. thout uniform pressures accu- 
racy of aim is impossible. 

In order to observe the effect of the com- 
bustion of the powder due to these little 
holes bits of fhe powder were examined, 
which, having been purposely fired in a gun 
of too small caliber, had fallen into the 
sea and subsequently been washed ashore 
by the waves. The holes in these pieces 
were about one-quarter of an inch in dlame- 
ter, showing that the burning surface in 
each perforation had already increased 
eight times. 

To test the efficieney of the system in 
torpedo service the inventors constructed 
a gun on a new model. The gun was of 
four-inch caliber and threw projectiles 
weighing fifty pounds, containing nitro- 
gelatine or Maximite, a new high explos- 
ive invented by Mr. Maxim, nearly as pow- 
erful as nitro-gelatine and safer to handle. 
The damage done was confined to a sand- 
bank in the neighborhood of their works, 
but even with so small a projectile sand was 
thrown as high as a church steeple. The 
record of pressures and velocities was fully 
as good as that at Sandy Hook. 

To test by a large gun the actual destruc- 
tive work of this new powder would be im- 
possible in a civilized community. The force 
of the high explosive thrown would be too 
great. It would be necessary to withdraw 
to the Great Sahara Desert, the wilds of 
Siberia or some — 9 unfrequented local- 
ity in order to see just what would happen 
if 500 pounds of explosive should hit some- 
thing. Even in Sahara some wandering car- 
avan or exploring party thirty or forty 
miles off might be missing after the dis- 


charge. 
A TERRIBLE GUN 

The big gun which Messrs. Maxim and 
Schupphaus prepare to construct will be 
a twenty-inch gun especially adapted for 
coast defense. This gun will show some 
peculiarities. It will not be built up—that 
is, composed of many pieces of steel bound 
together, but will consist of a single thin 
steel tube about thirty feet long, with walls 
not over two inches in thickness, in marked 
contrast with the mortars whose walls are 
made eight or ten inches thick in order to 
resist the pressure of the discharge.

ERADICATION OF WEEDS. 


Botanist Coville Gives Valuable Hints 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—The direct loss 
in crops, the damage to machinery and 
stock, and the decrease in the value of land 
due to weéds in this country amounts to 
tens of millions of dollars a year, according 
to the estimate of Botanist F. V. Coville, of 
the Agricultural Department. The state- 
ment is made in a bulletin of the depart- 
ment, which says the loss is sustained al- 
most wholly by the farmers. The bulletin 
embodies a number of important directions 


for weed eradication, and urges that these 


methods be incorporated in our system of 
practical farming. During last year the 
ordinary farm crops were checked in their 
growth by the extreme drouth, and with 
the unusual amount of weeds the official 
investigations were enlarged. The report 
urges all land owners to be on the watch 
for new plants, and learn their character, 
if possible, before they become established 
„* assert themselves as aggressive weeds 
on farms. This is practically the only pos- 
sible method of complete extermination un- 
less public sentiment is aroused to a more 
vigorous and universal destruction of weeds. 
Any species, according to the bulletin, can 


be subdued and controlled within the limits. 


Broken land should 
not be permitted to remain idle, and mow- 
ing or cutting off the main stems of weeds 
is deprecated as multiplying the stocks, but 
cutting the roots below the crown usually 
kills them.

LINDELL TITLE CASE. 


Up Again in the Circuit Court Under a 
Bill of Peace. 

The case of Louis J. Holthaus and others 
vs. Mary A. E. Kingman and others, was 
called for hearing in No. 7 division of the 
Circuit Court. This case is a proceeding by 
bill of peace to restrain the prosecution by 


defendants of actions in ejectment brought 
by them against the Kingmans (Hammond 
heirs), and to prohibit them from institut- 
ing or prosecuting any other suits affecting 
the title to seventeen acres of land in city 
bloc 3,880, in Peter Lindell’s second addi- 
tion to the City of St. Louis. The property 
is of the value of $250,000. The title involved 
has been in liugation since 1574, and the 
Lindell title has been upheld by the Supreme 
Court of Missouri and the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

The plaintiffs contend that the title has 
been settled, and that the judgment of the 
Court of last resort is wholly undisturbed, 
unmodified and in full force and effect. The 
plaintiffs further.contend that the claim of 
defendants is a merely fraudulent pre- 
tense, and a cloud upon the title of the 
plaintiffs; that the sole purpose of defend- 
ants is to harass, annoy and vex plaintiffs 
and Cause suspicion to be cast upon its title, 
and that the proceedings by defendants are 
contrary to equity and good conscience. 

They ask that defendants be enjoined 
from prosecuting any further actions de- 
pendent upon the title now asserted by 
them.

The formula for Dr. Paul Paquin’s blood 
serum cure for consumption is to be given to 
the world witiin a short time, together 
with a description of all the details neces-

When the discovery was first announced 
to the St. Louis Medical Society by the in- 
vestigator, who had devoted two years to 
its practical test; he withheld the formula 
because he had not yet fully satisfied him- 
self as to its efficacy.

It is now admitted that it is 
a contagious disease, preventible and even 
curable, at least in its earlier stages. It 
still remains to be definitely demonstrated, 
at least to Dr. Paquin’s fellow-practitioners, 
that his is the specific that will prevent and 
cure, 

Dr. Paquin left Tuesday night for Hanni- 
bal, Mo., where he will attend the conven- 
tion of the Missouri State Medical Associa- 
tion, now in session. He will submit his 
new cure for the consideration of that body.
